i. The of ficinl staterent on behalf of the East Gernan government in reply to Chancellor 
25x1 Konred Adencuer's sneech of 15 Jarunry is to be made by Minister resident Otte 
Grotewohl, and not, as creviously rerorted, by Forel Minister Georg Dertinger, 


2, The proposed text of the stotement, which was decigned to be concillatory in tone, 
wes suddenly dise-rded on 23 Janunry on orders from Karlshorst, and its delivery, 
seneduled for. 04 Janucry, ws rostponed, Meanvhile, the out-of-town delegntes 
to the Vol'stor-er arrived in Berlin on 23 Janmuyy, and thoy cre still uaiting 
to be enlled ‘nto session. One reason for the delry is said to ba the desire to 
avait another srecch which Adennuer is expected to mke, clarifying his statexont 
rep-rding the Grotevohl provosals. 


3. The governrent strtement has been rewritten, and in its new forr will be a vigorous 
attack on Adensuer and on Jacob Kniser, the Vest German Inister for All—Gernan 
Af*nirs, in ef"ect shutting the door to further negotiations between the East and 
West German povernrents. The Bonn govornnent will be declered illegrl , and rersons 
in Vest Gerrany who are friendly to the "Gerran Democratic Renublie™ will be 
invited to Borlin te rerticinste in the organiration of the constituent council 
protesed 1t Progue.* After Grotowohl has stated the enbinet's position, speeches 
will be mile by representetives of exch pnrty in the Chamber in sunrort of the 
declarations Derting-r, for instance, will rend 9 ten-page speech as anokesmn 
for the CDi, 


4. For the leet tvo weelts Derting r his been on tuty -t the Foreipn Ministry continuouely, 
even slgaving on the vr mises, He hes been in constant contoct.with Kerlshorst on 
milters reicting to the Grot wohl-Adenruer exchange, and hes had a eonf-rence vith 
Arbascalor V, S, Semenov -s recently ns the even‘ng of 26 Janurry. 


f. Dertinger seid privetely, "We can now make rropre: only by force; ve are now 
entering the decisive phnse of the strugzle for Gerran unity." This may be renre~ 
sent-tive of the attitude of the group in control of the CDU, illustr-ted -1so by 
1. resolution on the Adon.uer sreech rerlying to Grotewohlts: letter which us intro- 
duced by General Secretary Gerald G&tting at a session cf 150 lerding functionaries 
of the CoU(Zast) on 25 Janunry. Houever, it is reverted thet not more than 20 of 
those prevent shoved unquslified an rovol of the resolation. On the contrary, 
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there vas a strong undercurrent of criticiam of the CDU's policy of yielding to 
the SED, together with complaints about rural collectivization and general hard 

times; there were even many bold and open arguments from the floor, The unrest 

was soothed with the greatest difficulty, especially when Gbtting announced the 

tatest motte for the CDU: "Eternel friendship with the Soviet Union and unbresk- 
able friendship with the greai brother party (Bruderpartei), the SZD".
